Less Than 50% of May 
Sales Were Four 
Cylinder Cars 


By FRED H. STRONG 
T. PAUL, Minn., June 9.—The 
very definite trend toward 
light six-cylinder automobiles is 
strongly ehpasized in the new 
car sales totals in St. Paul dur- 
img May. Less than 50 per cent. 
of the total sales were four-cyl- 
inder cars. During’ the same 
month last year approximately 65 
per cent. of the total sales were 
four-cylinder cars. 

The decrease in sales of four- 
cylinder cars accounted for more 
than the net decrease in sales totals 
during May in the two years. There 
were 886 new cars sold in May 
this year and 1,122 last year, a drop 
of 236. Ford sales alone decreased 
from 362 to 144 during the year, 
a slump of 218. Dodge sales slumped 
from 92 to 20. 

The most remarkable advance 
was scored by Oakland-Pontiac, 
total sales of the two cars hitting a 
new high point at 83, compared to 
a total of 19 during May last year. 
Pontiac alone jumped in sales totals 
from 10 to 55. Chrysler sales ad- 
vanced from 23 to 60, and Stude- 
baker, in the heavier cars, scored 
an advance of 11 sales to a total 
of 31. 

So strong has been the demand 
for Pontiac light sixes that the 
‘Cleland-Hughes Motors Company, 
Inc., has been hard put to main- 
tain deliveries, according to Wal- 
ter J. Cle'and, president. Mr. 
Cleland personally visited the 
Pontiac factories to arrange for 
the expediting of orders. The 
display floors of the Cleland- 
Hughes company downtown and 
all associated dealers in the city 
have been clean of Pontiacs for 
weeks. 

Hudson-Essex sales showed a 
slight drop from last May's to- 
tals, but a pickup in the demand 
for the new models is foreseen by 
Roy Haines, manager of the Twin 
City Motor Car Company, distrib- 
utors in St. Paul. 

Sales of all cars during the 
month, as compared to sales during 
May, 1926, with last year’s figures 
listed first in each instance, fol- 
low:— 

Chevrolet, 237—252; Ford, 362—

BUS TRAFFIC IN 
MICHIGAN GROWS 


Survey Indicates 108 
Lines in Operation 
Even in 1925 


ANSING, MICH., June 9.—Bus 
transportation in Michigan 
has come to stay in the opinion of 


Prof. W. W. Hitchock of the 
engineering department of Michi- 
gan State College here. Prof. 
Hitchock has just completed a 
survey of bus operation in the 
state. 

He obtained his statistics from 
108 companies operating throughout 
the year 1925. The average rate 
of fare between terminals in Michi- 
gan, the survey revealed, is $1.38 by 
bus and $1.42 by rail. In 1925 buses 
operated over 25,382,630 miles with 
a yearly revenue of $5,482,312.25, the 
survey shows. There were 19,266,415 
passengers carried on the 541 buses 
operating on Michigan roads. 

Bus companies paid the state 
$44,034 for permits, $70,497.82 for 
license tags and $189,875.14 in gas 
tax or a total tax of $29.56 a mile. 

Prof. Hitchock estimates that with 
the average cost of maintaining 
highways over which the buses run 
be $398 a mile, the buses’ tax pays

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Twenty Years Ago and Now 


ROM the New York Herald Tribune of a few days ago we 

quote a message to motorists delivered by one of the 
parent papers twenty years ago: “It will be well for auto- 
mobilists to bear in mind that their admission to the common 
roads imposes upon them a certain onus of care and circum- 
spection and an obligation to guard against letting their 
liberty degenerate into license.” 

It gives the motoring reader of 1927 somewhat of a 
shock to realize that in 1907 motorists were stiil looked upon 
as highway users on sufferance. The attitude of the general 
public was a somewhat grudging, “Well, you can use ’em, but 
don’t get too fresh about it or we'll throw you and your hoss- 
less kerridge off the roads for good.” 

In the two decades that have slipped by since then, the 
greatest war of all time has consumed four years and the 
“horseless carriage” has come into almost sole possession of 
the highways. The roads themselves have grown from a 
few straggling miles of semi-hard pavement in or near the 
larger cities to a great national system of hard roads, built 
of materials that never were used in 1907 and designed 
primarily to stand up under intensive motor traffic. Within 
these limits we have made tremendous strides in road build- 
ing, but in other ways we have stood still. 

For instance, on the far-reaching highway system of 
1927, we still mix pedestrian and vehicular traffic exactly as 
we did in 1907. Even then, with a total motor vehicle regis- 
tration for the country of 140,000 motor cars, the dangers 
of mixing pedestrian and vehicular traffic on the same right 
of way were becoming apparent enough to warrant a great 
newspaper’s warning motorists that there was upon them 
a “certain onus of care and circumspection.” 

How much greater the need for this “care and circum- 
spection” is today with 22,000,000 motor vehicles using high- 
ways that still must carry mixed traffic scarcely calls for 
pointing out. The automotive industry has met fairly and 
squarely the issue of increasing traffic accidents. It is lead- 
ing the fight for the education that is the one basic hope of 
reducing the accident tol] under present conditions. 

The time has come when the increase of motor traffic 
calls for the one fundamental solution of the accident prob- 
lem—the segregation of vehicular and pedestrian traffic. 
in spite of the financial and constructional difficulties that 
lie ahead, we must keep our eyes on the eventual separation 
of the two forms of traffic, the mixing of which on the same 
right of way is responsible for almost all accidents.

ax Elimination 
sce KING of Utah has announced thai he wiil at 
the next session of Congress present a bill calling for 
the elimination of the 3 per cent. excise tax on motor vehicles. 
his is a measure which the automotive industry should 
support with every ounce of energy at its command. Recent 
announcements make it fairly evident that the Treasury this 
year will have a surplus of something like $600,000,000. 
There is no other way, not even in income tax reduction, in 
which this money can be used to the benefit of so many of 
our citizens. The excise tax is generally acknowledged to 
be wrong in principle as applied to peacetime industry. 
Congress two years ago would have removed the entire tax, 
except for financial obstacles. 

Now is the time to work for tax elimination. Every 
man in the automotive industry should let his congressman 
and senators know that he expects this relief and will resent 
its withholding.

Some days ago you reported the 
fact that Massachusetts again bet- 
tered the motor fatalities records, 
comparing April, 1927, to the 1926 
figure. 

This is not surprising when, on 
reading on, we find that Registrar 
x00dwin reported twice as many 
licenses suspended and revoked this 
year as in the corresponding period 
or 1926. 

It is fairly likely that the Bay 
state will show fewer automobile 
accidents when the year is over 
than it did last year, but if it does 
it is important that the 22,000,000 
motor vehicle owners in this coun- 
try should be informed, through 
their trade contacts, that this is far 
from wholly due to the compulsory 
insurance. It would seem, in fact, 
that with state and city police en- 
forcing existing legislation, we can 
have greater safety without addi- 
tional mulcting of motorists by 
means of compulsory insurance. 

Let me congratulate A. D. N. on 
its clear-cut and sensible stand in 
this matter of national interest.

As he 
says, there is no service so easy to 
as that for front-axle as- 
semblies. Any man with a little 
horse sense can see the dangers of 
front-end trouble, while the inter- 
nal breakdown of a rear axle or 


no great jeopardy of life if the car 
travels at less than thirty-five to 
forty miles, 





Lining up the front wheels, tight- 


ening spring clips, adjusting wheel 
bearings—these are fairly simple 
jobs, but once a driver sees their 
need he is easily sold on having 
the work done. The replacement 
of worn parts and the repair of 
cars bent in accidents are also very 
profitable. Motorists in general 
either know the high importance of 
steering equipment being intact, and 
therefore are easily shown the value 
of a really good job that pays the 
shop owner both on the materials 
and the labor account. 

Pocr steering and _ inordinately | 
heavy tire wear are often caused | 
by badly aligned front wheels, the | 
condition being readily recognized | 
by the mechanic equipped with the 
necessary training and implements. 
It is not always equally easy to} 
convince the car owner that you 
are suggesting a necessary reyair | 
and not simply trying to make | 
money.
